Israeli analysts, however, de- 
scribed the measure as “low-key” 
and anti-climactic after rumours 
that Jordan was planning to lower its 
profile in the territories even more 
dramatically. The analysts stressed 
that the overly-ambitious $1.3 bil- 
lion, five-year plan had failed to 
generate the hoped-for funds. 

Foreign Minister Shimon Peres 
described the announcement as ἃ 
move designed to counter PLO criti- 
cism that Jordan had tried to under- 
mine the PLO’s status on the West 
Bank. 

“I don’t think we can talk about 
policy changes as long as King Hus- 
sein does not close the Jordan 
bridges, Palestinians on the West

reporters.

The carefully-worded cabinet 
communique had a preamble sup- 
porting an independent Palestinian 
state and PLO representation.

“shoulder its full responsibilities” in 
the West Bank. 

A senior Jordanian official com- 
mented: “This is part of King Hus- 
sein's aber to free himself from 
representing the Palestinian people.

Jordan faunched the West Bank 
development plan in November 
1986. Since then, the Hashemite 
kingdom has contributed about 527 
million a year for the scheme. Wash-" 


ington has provided $25.5 million 
over the last two years. including

$23m. aid proposal for 1989. 

Cancellation of the plan does not 
affect the salaries of 13,000 civil ser- 
vacts and 4,000 employees of the 
Wakf and other religious 
institutions.

U.S. clearing the way 
for embassy in J’lem

WASHINGTON ~ The State De- 
partment has reached a compromise 
with Republican Senator Jesse 
Helms of North Carolina authoriz- 
ing the construction of two new U.S. 
diplomatic buildings in Israel. but 
without immediately designating 
which one will serve as the embassy. 

Helms. ἃ powerful member of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, said that the new structures will 
be built in Tel Aviv and Jerusalem 
and will replace the existing embas- 
sv and consulate. 

But according to legislation intro- 
ducted by Helms. only the next 
president will decide whether the 

"embassy will be in Jerusalem or Te! 
Aviv. 


Helms, over the past few years. 
has actively supported moving the 
U.S. Embassy from Tel Aviv to Je- 
rusalem. In 1985, he introduced leg- 
islation barring the U.S. from build- 
ing any new embassy in Israel that 
was not in Jerusalem. The bill was 
subsequently passed. 

But because successive U.S. ad- 
ministrations have refused for diplo- 
matic reasons to recognize Jerusa- 
lem as Israel's capital, the State 
Department has not moved forward 
with construction plans for an em- 
bassy in Jerusalem. Under the terms 
of the carefully-drafted compromise 
reached between Helms and the ad- 
ministration. the State Department 
will now be able to purchase land in 
both Tel Aviv and Jerusalem to

Nurses back plea 


by mother to let

"Nurses at the Rebecca Sieff Hos- 
pital’ in’ Safad 'jéstérday ‘expressed 
support for a kibbutz mother who 
has applied for a.court order to have 
the life support system of her twa- 
year-old daughter disconnected.. 

The mother, Talila Shefer. 41, of 
Kibbutz Merom Hagolan has asked 
the Tel Aviv District Court to allow 
doctors to end the life of her daugh- 
ter, Yael, who is suffering from the 
genetically transmitted Tay-Sachs 
disease. The disease is considered 
incurable and its terminal phase 
causes paralysis and dementia. 

“Anyone who was forced to 
watch this child's agony, would have 
to agree,” said one nurse. 

Shefer, keeping vigil by her 
daughter's bed, said that she wants 
the child to die in peace without 
further medical intervention. She 
has enlisted the help of the Israel 
Euthanasia Society in petitioning 
the court. 

But a former district court judge 
told The Jerusalem Post that there 
was only a slim chance that the 
mother’s petition would be granted, 
because the law does not permit eu- 
thanasia.

‘U.S. Moslems growing in number’ 


Conservatives warn 
of Arab-American 
political power

American Jews are not equipped 
to deal with the rising political pow- 
er of Arab-Americans, warn the 
new heads of the Conservative rab- 
binical association. 

“Until the rise of Jesse Jackson as 
a force within the Democratic Par- 
ty.” Rabbi Albert Lewis explained 
in an interview, ‘there was an alli- 
ance between the Jews and the 
blacks. Now we are seeing the emer- 
gence of an alliance between the 
blacks and the Arabs.” 


Lewis was installed last night as 
president of the Rabbinical Assem- 
bly (RA), which is holding its annu- 
al convention in Jerusalem. He has 
served as spiritual leader of Temple 
Beth Sholom in Haddon Heights, 
New Jersey, for the past 40 years. 
Rabbi Irwin Groner of Southfield, 
Michigan, a suburb of Detroit, was 
elected vice-president. 


“Until now, ” Lewis said, “we al- 
ways talked to our young people 

about maintaining their Jewish iden- 
tity or about the dangers of religious 
cults. Now we have to deal with an 
enormous surge of anti-Israel Arab 
propaganda on campus. Our kids 
don’t know how to cope with this, 
and there is no one in the Jewish 
community addressing this prob- 


Groner added that “today, with 
the intifada creating such a negative 
image of Israel, the attitudes of our 
young people and students have 
been adversely affected more than 
any other Jewish group. They are 
the most vulnerable to Arab propa- 
ganda.” 


They noted that for this genera- 
tion of Jewish college students, who 
have no direct experience of the ear- 
lier, more positive chapters of Isra- 
el’s history, the controversy sur- 
rounding the intifada is, by default, 
shaping their image of Israel. 


Lewis cited the growing influence 
of the Arab Anti-Discrimination 
Committee, which recently held a 
gathering in Jerusalem, attended by

The more successful they be- 
come, the greater their voice 
becomes on the American political 
scene, and the greater the amount of 
resources they are willing to invest 
in this. According to the Detroit 
Free Press, for example, the Detroit 
Arabs contributed over $250,000 to 
Jesse Jackson's campaign.

Couple’s year-long trek to Jerusalem led through 10 countries 
On foot and horseback, they’ve retraced the j journey of the First Crusade

No one celebrates an 889th anni- 
versary. So it is pure coincidence 
that Tim Severin, who has spent 
more than a year retracing the first 
Crusade, should arrive in Jerusalem 
in the month commemorating that 
odd anniversary of the city's con- 
quest. 

Severin and his companion Sarah 
Dormon have travelled on foot and 
on horseback through 10 countries 
to make their pilgrimage to the 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre,

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where one of the knight-heroes of 
the First Crusade, Godfrey de 
Bouillon, lies buried. 

When the Christians conquered 
Jerusalem in July, 1099, Godfrey 
was elected to rule the city as Pro- 
tector of the Holy Sepulchre. Thir- 
ty-three years earlier his father, 
Count Eustace of Boulogne, had 
helped William of Normandy con- 
quer England. 

In bis readings of the history of 
the first Crusades, Severin - who 
writes adventure books which have 
been translated into many languages 
“- became fascinated with Godfrey; 
so renowned was he for his bravery 
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that for 200 years after his death 
troubadors and minstrels continued 
to write and sing about him. 

The Indian-born Severin has been 
living in Ireland for the past 15 
years; he is the son of a British tea- 
planter and a half-Danish mother 
and describes himself as “ἃ Europe- 
an living in Ireland.” Educated at 
Oxford, he hoids a degree in medi- 
aeval travel. 

He specializes in reconstructing 
the journeys of real or legendary 
people to see if they really can be 
done -- and then writes about his 
travels. His first successful book was 
about the Irish navigator St. Bren- 
dan. Severin sailed the North Atlan- 
tic in a leather replica of St. Bren- 
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dan’s boat. 

He has embarked on four major 
boat expeditions. The Crusader trail 
is his first overland venture. 

Severin teamed up with Dormon 
by chance; he wandered into the 
restaurant which she ran with her 
sister in County Cork. In the course 
of the conversation he discovered 
that she knew about horses. Since 
his own knowledge of the subject 
was next to nil, he asked her to help 
him to prepare the horses for his 
expedition. After two months he in- 
vited ker to join him. She replied: 
“Okay, I'll come for the first week.” 

That was two years and 6,000 ki- 
lometres ago. . 

Altogether, five horses have been 
involved in the project: one Irish, 
one French, one Hungarian and two 
Turkish. One was returned to its 


owner, one died and one was left in 


Jordan. One of the Turkish horses - 


was a pack pony, the others were 
heavy animals like cart horses, and. 
as close in build as possible to the 
horses ridden by the Crusaders 
themselves. 

The expedition aa in May last 
year at Godfrey's ς on the 
French-Belgian Dore tte It continued 
through Luxembourg, Germany, 
Austria, Hungary, the length of Yu- 
goslavia and the breadth of Bi 
and on to‘Turkey, which took three 
months to cross because (δὲ Crusad- 
ers themselves had taken a zig-zag 
route. From Turkey the path went 
to Syria. The couple next found 
themselves in’ Jordan from .where 
they crossed the Allenby Bridge into 
Israel. walking the last 12 kilometres 
because the 40 degree heat was too 
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hot for the horses. . 

Jordan was the only deviation 
from the original Crusader route: 
adventurous though he may be, Se- 
verin was not about to risk life and 
limb by travelling through Lebanon.: 

They saw very few. hotels en 
voute. Mostly, they slept with the 
horses and stayed away from urban’ 
areas. It was quite 8 culture shock 
when they arrived at the Moriah 
Hotel in pe to find it full of 
American tourists. - 

In Europe, they occasionally 
came across people with very fit 
horses who wanted to ride. Je with 
them for one or two days, but who . 
gave up after four hours. They were 
treated best by poor villagers who 
bad a special attitude to them be- 
cause of the horses, “They thought © 
that we were riding horses because, 
we couldn't afford a motor car,” 
says Severin. 

‘Yesterday. they began the last leg 
of their journey, riding their horses 
from Jericho to Jerusalem. Today

oratory which eriabled him to lift people to the 
heights of self-sacrifice’ was never 
impressive, and sometimes awe-inspixing. But 
his inclination to confuse the power of rheto- 
ric with the force of reality seems to have 
bested him at every turn of his long career. It 
was his hallmark from the heroic pre-state 
days as the IZL’s commander-in-chief, 
through the long years in the parliamentary 
opposition as Herut’s supremo and to the 
relatively brief, but momentous, stewardship 
as the Likud’s first prime minister. 
Whatever failings Mr. Begin may have be~ 
trayed — and what outstanding political leader 
does not ? — pale, however, besides the gran-

It need not be expected that, glasnost and 
perestroika notwithstanding, the mission from 
Jerusalem will be granted anything like the 
degree of freedom to spread Israel’s word in 
the land of the Soviets which the mission from 
Moscow has enjoyed in explaining the Soviet 
viewpoint about an international conference, 
Jewish emigration and such to the denizens of 
the Jewish state.

SOME MAY believe that it is un- 
believably precious to write of man- 
ners and behaviour at a time when 
matters of major political import are 
at stake in our political life. But 
there is increasing evidence that 
what lies at the root of the deep 
sense of malaise which informs both 
the public and the political commu- 
nity is that we have been choosing 
the wrong people in all parties as 
our political leaders rather than that 
we have been saddled with an un- 
manageable political and electoral 
system. 


The High Court of Justice exhibit- 
ed a high degree of wisdom in refus- 
ing to intervene in such a highly- 
charged political question as the 
Knesset’s application of its own by- 
jaws and procedures, But the three 
justices also exhibited a high degree 
of civic courage in lambasting the 
Knesset for the manner in which it 
has been conducting itself. In éffect, 
the court reserved the right to inter- 
vene in the future if the MKs did not 
put their own house in order. What 
is so much a matter for concern is 
that our MKs were ready to break 
the very rules of the game that make 
parliamentary life possible over an 
issue of riarrow partisan advantage 
rather than over a question on which 
there are deep ideological divisions. 
After all, what was ultimately at 
stake were the electoral of 
Labour's Arye Gurel in Haifa and of 


candidates in a number of other less- 
er municipalities. : 

There is much that can be said in 
support of the Likud’s opposition'to 
the cynical determination of Labour 
and the religious parties to play 
around with the dates for the forth- 
coming municipal elections. The 
same MKs who were this time argu- 
ing so-heatedly against the deleteri- 
ous effects of scheduling those elec- 
tions. simultaneously with the 

elections, were sounding 
opposite arguments. just as emo- 
tionally, when the political configu- 
ration was different in past 
elections. - 

Nor was the Likud's Micha Reiser 
the only committee chairman who 
has used: his position to try to bury 
unwanted legislation in his commit- 
tee. Aguda’s chairman of the <all- 
powerful Finance Committee, Av- 
raham Shapiro, has been a much 
more consistent and blatant offend- 
er in that regard. But that is part of 
the political game. There. is also 
merit to the argument in favour of 
granting committee chairmen the 
power needed to save their commit- 
tees from descending into anarchy. 
What is both intolerable and dan- 
gerous to the future of the parlia- 
mentary system. however, is that 
when a solid Knesset majority, for 
whatever reason, is determined to 
suspend that game, the aggrieved 
minority does not flinch from un- 
dermining the rules of the game that 
make joint political life in the Kne- 
set possible in its determination to 
prevent that majority from having 


its way.

Unfortunately, the 
shock and concern can be only exac- 
erbated if, in addition to the Koor 
crisis, we consider the situation at 
Solel Boneh (which could not pay 
‘the salaries of its workers this 
month), Hassneh, .Kupat Holim, 
and other parts of the Histadrat 
economy. The inevitable conclusion. 
is that a serious question mark hangs 
above the Histadrut’s very ability to 
survive as a viable economic enter- 
prise.

THE HEADS of the Histadrut want 
us to believe. that they didn't know 
anything about the dimensions of 
the disaster; that they were as 
shocked as anybody else. They 
blame management or the concern’s 
controllers — never themselves. This 


’ is also what they said at the time 


about ‘Solel Boneh. This is some- 
‘what difficult to swallow — consider- 
ing that even the unsophisticated Is- 
raeli investor knew what the heads 
of the Histadrut claim they didn’t 
know -- for as early as 1986, the price 
of Koor shares on the Tel Aviv stock 
exchange began to slip. No less curi- 
ous has been the strange silence of 
Koor's bankers in recent years or 
the apparent inactivity of the Bank 
of Israe! which certainly should have 
seen the writing on the wall. _ 

- Considering 81} this, is it still pos- 
sible to put Koor and the rest of the 
‘Histadrut companies back on their 
feet? At first glance, the answer to 
this question is probably not. But we 


* must also ask ourselves whether it is 


even worth the effort to try and 
Tesuscitate them. The answer to the 


_ last question, surprisingly, may, un- 


der certain conditions, be yes. 
Though the two answers look at first 
contradictory, this is not necessarily 
so. As things stand, Hevrat Haovdim’s 
viability may have been so seriously 
compromised that whatever stop- 
gap measures will be planned the 
Situation has already sounded the 
knell of any hope of survival. J-am 
not awarding grades, nor shall | 
claim that some of the management 
of the various Histadrut concerns 
would have been cited as models of 
excellence by the Harvard Business 
School, but to place all the blame on 
the managers or on faulty control is 
either naive or hypocritical. Just as 
“a la Guerre comme a la guerre”, in 
business “it’s as in business”. Even 
in the USSR this is beginning to 
be understood, though evidently not 
yet among all of the Histadrut 
bosses. Even after the extent of the 
disaster became known, some Hev- 
rat Haovdim functionariés stil] had 
the audacity to tell Benny Gaon, the 
new general manager of Koor, that 
he was to act only “according to the 
rules practised in Hevrat Haov- 
dim...” But it is exactly these 
“rales” which brought almost the 
whole Histadrut economy to the 
brink of disaster. They included ig- 
noring the profit motive, making un- 
fortunate political appointments, 
putting political interests before 
economic considerations all along 
the line, resisting steps intended to 
make firms more efficient and pro- 
ductive, and giving in to pressure- 


groups. . 

Traditionally, many Histadrut 
companies used to believe that they 
could go their own way, completely 
disregarding elementary economic 
considerations which apply to every 


other entrepreneur or manager in 
the economy. And, indeed, for 
quite a few years they got away with 
it. Apparently inexhaustible funds 
were supplied by the government. 
the Jewish people abroad, and the 
Histadrut itself and only when the 
money-tree began to wither - and 
later. when the Ministry of Finance 
passed out of the hands of Mapai -- 
did the first cracks begin to show, 
(The first signs of a turnabout began 
to appear already during the term of 
the decent and excellent Yehoshua 
Rabinowitz.) : 

A former top official of Koor told 
me several years ago that if the 
group would not raise each year, 
over a period of several years, some 
$100 million of new capital its days 
could be numbered. In fact, this new 
capital was not raised (except for 
those unfortunate American “junk 
bonds,” mentioned above). Instead. 
hundreds of millions of dollars were 
taken in bank loans in Israel and 
abroad and it seemed at times al- 
most as if more attention was paid to 
financial manipulations than to the 
industrial and commercial side of 
the business itself. 

In fairness, the major part of the 
blame for this state of affairs cannot 
be put on the shoulders of Koor's, 
or the other Histadrut companies’, 
financial managers. After all, what 
normal investor would invest in a 
company which does not have profit 
and economic growth as its main 
objective? : 

Substantial capital investments 
can come only from the free and 
“capitalist” economy, mainly from 
abroad. But strange as it may seem 
to some Histadrut functionaries, the 
outdated principles and procedures 
of Hevrat Haovdim are not exactly 
conducive to improve the profitabil- 
ity of its enterprises -- and, this, in 
turn, does not make them especially 
attractive to potential investors. 
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rut economy? 


THE HISTADRUT and Hevrat 
Haovdim have been going downhill 
for a long time whether their leaders 
faced up to this or not. One should 
not rejoice at that. The Histadrut 
has had a glorious past and it may 
yet fulfil an important function in 
the future. Many of the companies 
belonging to Hévrat Haovdim could 
Still be restored to good health on 
condition that they will be managed 
as businesses and not as historical or 
political relics. This would be for the 


- pood of the workers. the potential 


investors and the Histadrut itself. 
One way to achieve this is by selling 
50% or more of the shares of the 
companies which Hevrat Haovdim 
believes to be viable to private in- 


“vestors. Other companies should be 


transferred, even at a loss, to their 
employees and the rest — those be- 
yond salvation — should be com- 
pletely extirpated, and the sooner 
the better 

Today too, there may still be 
some who believe that Koor and the 
State of Israel are one and the same 
thing and that, therefore, the state 
will have to rescue Koor. This is an 
illusion which should be shed as 
soon as ible. The Government 
of Israel is under no obligation to 
apply to Koor a yardstick different 
from that applied to other compa- 
nies. Should the government never- 
theless consider helping one or an- 
other company of the Histadrut, it 
should not be influenced in its delib- 
erations on the matter by irrelevant 
considerations. 

But the hard and immediate deci- 
sions must be made by the Histadrut 
itself. Hevrat Haovdim as an owner 
of companies and an employer of 
men cannot continue cohabiting 
with the Histadrut as a representa- 
tive of labour. If this is allowed to 
continue, one or the other — or pos- 
sibly both — will collapse.

IT IS almost five years since Mena- 
chem Begin resigned from power, 
and many people still ask them- 
selves how he would act were he 
prime minister today. But it is too 
early to analyse Begin's leadership 
from a comprehensive historical 
perspective. One needs more time 
to examine the flow of develop- 
ments which, naturally, include the 
consequences of the policies imple- 
mented ‘by Begin.” : 

Nevertheless, reflecting on the 
hypothetical action or reaction of a 
person who has left political life 
shows something about the power of 
his leadership. Perhaps it is the high- 
est degree of political leadership to 
to become a teacher to a school of 
political thought. For many support- 
ers and opponents alike, Begin 
achieved that degree, like his own 
mentor Ze'ev Jabotinsky. 


From a scientific point of view, 
there is no use in discussing a hypo- 
thetical question. Neither historical 
research nor an examination of poli- 
cy-making could answer, for exam- 
ple; the question how Churchill 
would function in Britain today, or 
what kind of foreign policy Bis- 
marck would follow as a current 
German chancellor. They lived in 
other times and acted in accordance 
with ‘the circumstances in those 
times; ‘not decades and centuries 
later. "᾽ 

Moreover, a political leader who 
was, like Begin, in power for six 
years'niade any decisions which he 
had to change as time went on. It is 
impossible to say what he would do 
if he were in power today without 
relating, more specifically, to a cer- 
tain period and state of affairs in his 
era, 

Begin’s first term in office was 
different from his second. The inter- 
national background was different: 
Reagan succeeded Carter in the 
U.S. The regional environment was 
different. Following the peace trea- 
ty with . Israeli society under- 
με ἐμ! Grange Widil doniminat ‘seg 
regation on‘one hand and stabilizing 
of thé “iphedval”™ on the other, The 
cabinét’ was ‘different too, SHaron 
succeeding Weizman and Shamir re~ 
placing Dayan. 

Personal matters such as the 
death of his beloved wife and the 
state of his own health would also be 
taken ito consideration by a future 
historian. No wonder Begin's sec- 
ond term was different from his 
first. 


BEARING THESE and other res- 
ervations in mind, it would seem 
most profitable to examine the ele- 
ments of Begin’s innovative policy- 
making during the peace negotia- 
tions with Egypt. No one can tell 
what kind of policy he would con- 
duct were he now in power; but the 
elements of innovation can direct 
present leaders who wish to achieve 
another breakthrough in the Israel- 
Arab peace process. 

In discussing innovative leader- 
ship, one should distinguish be- 
tween two categories: changing poli- 
cy. in the process of which the 
feader has to face theoretical and 
practical difficulties: and changing 
ideolgy. which is even more diffi- 
cult. In each category one can distin- 
guish between two modalities:” 
changing policy or ideology made by 
someone else, and changing one’s 
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own approach, which for psycholog- 
καὶ Feasons is much more difficult to 


The degree of difficulty depends 
on how solid the leader's convictions 
on intellectual and moral levels are, 
and how strongly he or she is politi- 
cally committed to old policies or 
ideological approaches. 

The more of a true believer a 
leader is, the more difficult it would 
be for him to introduce changes in 
the ideological framework. [deolog- 
ically oriented, innovative initiatives 
taken by a true believer who is also 
politically obliged to adherence, ne- 
cessitating changing his predeces- 
sors’ policies as well as his own, 
seem the most difficult of all. 


BETWEEN the elections of May 
17, 1977, when he was elected for 
the the first time, and the conclusion 
of the Camp David Accords on Sep- 
tember 17, 1978. Begin exercised 
this kind of leadership. 

These 16 months were period of 
change. Two entries in president 
Jimmy Carter's personal diary show 
that Begin’s image underwent a very 
rapid transformation. “I had them 
replay the Issues and Answers inter- 
view with Menachem Begin," wrote 
Carter on May 23, six days after the 
elections in Israel. “It was frighten- 
ing to watch his adamant position on 
issues: that must be resolved if a 
Middle-Eastern peace settlement is 
going to be realized.” 

But eight weeks later, after his 
first meeting with the new Israeli 
premier, Carter was no longer 
frightened, He found Begin “conge- 
nial, dedicated, arta and deeply 
religious... I think Begin is a 

man. My own guess is that ἃ 
we give him support, he will prove 
to be a very strong leader.” 

It was not just meeting him that 
led Carter to change his opinion, but 
rather the feeling that aj from 
holding onto the territories, Begin 
also wanted to make peace. To pro- 
mote that goal, he made procedural 
and ial suggestions, entailing a 
real ‘change in Israel's policy., ., ..

In theory, that strategy was based 
on an incremental concept of the 
shaping of history. In practice, it 

d a pessimistic, careful ap- 
proach to the uncertainties stem- 
ming from any change in what was 
regarded as the reality. Both Kissin- 
ger and Rabin preferred to avoid the 
danger of deterioration resulting 
from the discovery of an unbridge- 
able gap between the parties with 
regard to the terms.of a comprehen- 
sive, lasting arrangement. 

That policy produced the interim 
arrangements which increased 
Egyptian readiness to negotiate, but 
it could not bring the yearned-for, 
just and lasting peace. 

Begin's attitude was quite differ- 
ent. The Jabotinsky school of 
thought in Zionism was always criti- 
cal of the Labour tendency to prefer 
incremental advancement. Follow- 
ing the steps of his mentor. ‘acd 
always strongly recommended ini- 
fiatives to affect the course of histo- 
ry for the realization of national as- 
priations. Having an optimistic 
personal view, he never bothered as

Menachem Begin celebrates his 75th birthday today. For 
the occasion, his former cabinet secretary, ARYE NAOR, 
analyses what he sees as the ex-premier’s innovative 
approach to peace-making. This left him open to procedur- 
al flexibility and material changes, ready to re-examine his 
own ideology as well as to reassess old policies.

DURING BEGIN'S six years in of- 
fice, these tendencies were applied 
in peace and war, as well as in do- 
mestic politics. On the same cogni- 
tive, intellectual and axiomatic 
grounds he decided on the destruc- 
tion of the Iraqi nuclear reactor. on 
the war in Lebanon and on the 
peace process, including far-reach- 
Ing concessions for which he was 
awarded the Nobel Peace Prize, to- 
gether with President Sadat. 

It all stemmed from the Revision- 
ist mode of thinking, oriented to- 
wards taking the initiative and forg- 
ing breakthroughs in the course of 
history. 

For these reasons. Begin was able 
to justify what he defined as a “war 
of choice,” a term in Israel's politi- 
cal thought not used before 1982. 
And the same outlook led him, in 
contrast to Rabin, to prefer a com- 
prehensive settlement to another 
limited step in the long road. And in 
that approach he found a partner in 
Jimmy Carter, in spite of the differ- 
ent ways in which they saw the terms 
of the comprehensive settlement 
and their sharp, bitter argument on 
the settlements issue. 

Begin “produced a procedural 
proposal for convening a Geneva 
conference,” recalls then secretary 
of state Cyrus Vance. ‘The proposal 
contained four main points: (1) The 
conference should be reconvened by 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union and should be conducted in 
accord with Resolution 338... (2) 
The participants should be sover- 
cign states involved — no PLO, no 
Palestinian Arab delegation. (3) 
The conference should have no pre- 
conditions or prior commitments, 
that is, Israel would not commit it- 


self in advance to any specific with 


drawal as the price of Arab atten-.. 


.dance.,-(4) Negotiations would be 
face to face, and the chairmanship 
of the working groups or commis- 
sions would rotate between each of 
the two national delegations in- 
volved... After the committees had 
negotiated treaties, the conference 
would reconvene solely for the pur- 
pose of signing them.” 

According to Vance, Begin also 
had a set of fall-back positions: “If 
any ‘relevant party -- the U.S., the 
Soviets or the Arabs — balked at 
these arrangements, the U.S. 
should unilaterally convene three 
committees to negotiate treaties, or, 
failing that, act as go-between in 
proximity talks.” 

Thus in Begin's eyes, the pre- 
ferred alternative was the participa- 
tion of the Soviets in an internation- 
al peace conference. Only if that 
alternative failed would he suggest a 
negotiating process without any So- 
viet involvement. 


WHY DID HE take this position? 
He had experienced a Soviet prison. 
He always strongly opposed Soviet 
expansionism and advocated an 
Americav-Israeli alliance on the 
grounds, inter alia, that Israel was 
on the con line in the struggle 
against that expansionism. 

He was also aware of the difficul- 
ties, from Israel's point of view, that 
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would undoubtedly stem from Sovi- 
et participation in a Geneva confer- 
ence. Why did he propose it? 

Begin did not change his mind 
about the Soviet Union and the 
Communist ideology. He simply re- 
alized that there were also advan- 
tages in having the Soviets partici- 
pate in the process, with regard to 
achieving peace and then maintain- 
ing it. More than that, the Geneva 
procedure — ἃ conference co-chaired 
by the U.S. and the Soviet Union -- 
had earlier been agreed upon among 
the relevant parties, including previ- 
ous Israeli governments. Hence a 
change in that procedure might have 
endangered the prospects of making 
peace and the international image of 
the new government. 

By his procedural flexibility, Be- 
gin hinted that he could change even 
material positions once a process 
started. The time for that came 
when President Sadat visited Jerusa- 
lem in November 1977. 

Shortly after the Six Day War, the 
cabinet decided that in return for 
peace, Israel was ready to relinquish 
the whole of the Sinai peninsula and 
the Golan Heights, while the future 
of Judea and Samaria would be de- 
termined later. 

Facing a negative Arab reaction, 
that decision was soon changed. Is- 
rael evaluated the concept of defen- 
sible boundaries, and on the 
grounds that two wars with Egypt 
had been waged because of interfer- 
ence with the freedom of navigation 
in the Red Sea, the government de- 
cided on a territorial link between 
Israel and Sharm e-Sheikh in the 
south, and on having the Yamit area 
linked to Israel in the north-eastern 
sector of the Sinai. ν

THE UPRISING IN THE AREAS 
Christians ina 
cleft stick 


FOR PARENTS and children, 
families and friends of those who 
die, every death is a tragedy: but 
for the administrators, the insur- 
gents, the mediators and the jour- 
nalists who are involved with an 
insurrection, some deaths are more 
significant than others. 


. For this Zour. the death last 
Weeki of Nidal Rabaddi;.16, a Ro- 
mae Catholic: resident of the Old 
City, of Jerusalem, was deemed very 
significant. The death was further 
dramatized by the fact that it came 
after the death of a Christian in Beit 
Sahur and that of another in Beit 
Jalla, the two towns which, with 


Bethlehem, make up what is some- 
times called the ‘Christian 
triangle.” 


Before that, no one would have 
thought of accusing Christian Pales- 
Cinians of not supporting the inti- 
fada; indeed it is well known that 
many of the leaders of the PLO are 
Christians. But there was a certain 
feeling on the part of at least some 
Christians that they were onlook- 
ers, committed onlookers, but on- 
lookers just the same. 

Indeed. far more traumatic for 
local Christians than Rabaddi's 
death itself was the incident which 
followed on the day of the funeral. 
Amidst demonstrations and rioting. 
a border policeman was hit in the 
head and gravely injured by a brick 
thrown from a building in the Saha, 
an area of homes provided by the 
Franciscans to poor Catholics. 

The border police were quick to 
retaliate. A prominent Roman 
Catholic layman, who asked not to 
be identified and whom we will call 
“Blias,” told The Jerusalem Post 
that they burst into the building, 
breaking windows, television sets 
and furniture. Young men who had 
nothing to do with the incident 
were arrested and held for ques- 
tioning. The next day a representa- 
tive of the municipality came to the 
area and apologized to local resi- 
dents, but by that time the damage 
was done. 


ONE CHRISTIAN clergyman who 
is generally pro-Israeli expressed 
his dismay and apprehension at 
what he said was an attempt to “ter- 
rorize” the quarter. “If you know 
that people are guilty they should 
be punished, but here they came 
and attacked people who were not 
involved, without reason,” he told 
GE hetey rote “ i ake 
ὃ ν an Armenian 
Catholic who lives in the Christian 
Quarter and who openly identifies 
with the Palestinian cause, said that 
that same night he heard banging in 
the street below his flat. Border 
policemen were banging at the glass 
covering an icon on the facade of 
St. John’s Monastery opposite his 
home. “At first I was going to yell 
at them and then 1 didn’t,” he said 
quietly. Last week the glass cover- 
ing the small icon was still broken. 
Until then, he said, the residents 
of the Christian Quarter had con- 
sidered themselves “immune.” He 
described the Catholic area in par- 
ticular as “almost docile. [t is amaz- 
ing; people thought the Old City 
was so quiet and suddenly it was as 
if they were in the middle of He- 
bron.” Indeed, he added, the feel- 
ing was that the border police had 
come from elsewhere and had not 
yet adjusted to being in Jerusalem. 
Elias expressed a similar feeling. 
Describing how soldiers passing his 
home during those tense days 
would bang their batons on the 
doors as they went by, he added, “I 
believe that (the authorities) want 
things to be calm. (If so), it would 
be much better if we didn't have 
these soldiers and green hats (bor- 
der policemen) roaming the streets. 
The police are much better.“ 


THE ROLE OF A spiritual teader 
in such circumstances is difficult. 
Fr. Younan Maroun, the Roman 
Catholic parish priest of Jerusaiem, 
did not deliver a eulogy at Rabad- 
di's funeral, he said. because he 
never speaks at funerals. On the 
Sunday following the death, he fol- 
lowed his usual custom of speaking

In 
addition to the Catholic scouts, 
young people could also attend 
their own mass complete with gui- 
tar music. 

About 90 per cent of Catholic 
youngsters attend Catholic schools, 
while the remainder go to schools 
tun by other Christian groups. Like 
other Christian schools, those run 
by the Catholics have Moslem 
teachers who give religious instruc- 
tion to members of their faith. 

Maroun and Boustani, both orig- 
inally from Lebanon, were speak- 
ing in the parish offices in St. Fran- 
cis St., where baptisms and deaths 
are entered into ledgers in a flour- 
ishing longhand script. On the walis 
are faded pictures of priests who 
had come from Europe to serve in 
Jerusalem in the 19th century. 


SPEAKING OF the events follow- 
ing the funeral, Maroun said, “we 
are Arabs, we can’t tell a guest to 
leave: if people came to pay condo- 
lence calls, the parents could not 
tell them to get out. And if the 
visitors shout slogans, it’s not the

end of the world.” 

At the funeral, he said, the army 
had not interfered and there were 
no incidents, Later, he added, the 
army made its presence felt and it 
was this that the people found 
“shocking.” 

“The army wants to terrorize the 
people, not. just to. keep calm. 
When I saiwithe. suffering’of the- 
people, 1 asked myself if it is a 
policy now, or it it-was always like 
this.” The army's retaliation made 
him wonder, he added, if the army 
was deliberately terrorizing people 
to leave. 

He said there were about 5,200 
Roman Catholics in Jerusalem. 
Many had left, either for America 
or to work in the Persian Gulf; 
some who had been abroad in 1967 
were now unable to return. So far, 
Maroun said, people were not leav- 
ing. but if they had no jobs or the 
hope of a peaceful future they 
would begin doing so. No one said 
they were going forever; it was al- 
ways for a year or two -- until things 
got better. 

“I could go to America. I bave 
two daughters there,” Elias said, 
“but what would I do there? Sit and 
watch television ali day?” 


THE QUESTION of Christians 
leaving Jerusalem has always been 
a sensitive one. Before 1948, there 
were some 27,000 Christians; after 
the Six-Day War, in 1967,- 17,000. 
The latest official estimate is 
11,000, although at least one in- 
formed church official put the num- 
ber at 8,000 to 9,000. 

Israeli officials point out that the 
Christian popalation all over the 
Middle East has been in decline for 
the past century; Palestinian 
spokesmen cite these figures as evi- 
dence of Israeli oppression. What- 
ever the reasons for the decline, the 
number of Christians in Jerusalem, 
like other factors concerning Chris- 
tians, have a heightened signifi- 
cance in world opinion. 

At the same time, there appears 
to be increased pressure on the 
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Christian communities on a number 
of levels. For the middle class, the 
protection which they once felt 
from official harassment is gone. 
Elias described an incident of about 
10 years in which a group of 
border policemen picked him up, 
without cause, for questioning. Lat- 
er, he said, the-same policemen: 
came back to apoldgize. Now, -he " 
said, there would be’ no such 


apology. 

For Aghzarian, the former ap- 
akape was characterized by the 
jate Moshe Dayan, who bad seen to 
it that the middie class was un- 
touched. It is seen in small things. 
he said, such as petty police surveil- 
lance for traffic infractions, or the 
inability of a businessman to find 
anyone to talk to about his taxes, 

The same type of feeling seems to 
be prevalent at a higher level, in the 
church hierarchies who are used to 
being treated with deference, even 
obsequiousness, in the Arab states. 
When the new Latin Patriarch, 
Nazareth-born Michel Sabbah, 
went to pay a condolence call on 
the family of the man killed in Beit 
Sahur his car was turned back on 
account of the curfew although the 
car of the Greek Patriarch was al- 
lowed through. 

An official in one of the church 
hierarchies told The Post that the 
privileges of the Latin Patriarchs.

treatment. 

It was only the Religious Affairs 
Ministry which still extended spe- 
cial courtesies to the heads of the 
churches, he added, but its jurisdic- 
tion only extended to the issuing of 
visas for church officials; elsewhere 
letters went unanswered and 
church officials did not know where 
to tum. Two major building pro- 
jects, one of the Greeks and one of 
the Armenians, have been frozen 


for years. 
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‘ALL THIS, OF COURSE, accord- 


ing to the church official, had noth- 
ing to do with the intifada, but it did 
affect the relations of the churches 
with Israel. At the same time, the 
heads of the churches were under 
pressure from their communities to 
speak out on their behalf.

When one spoke of rela- 
tions with Christians, he said, those 
involved usually deluded them- 
selves by referring to the fact that 
concerts are held in a number of 
churches. This was a “very poor 
substitute for direct relations with 
churches."

remark that, however bad the 
Christians may feel about Israeli 
rate, they would be far worse off in 
a Palestinian state which would 
soon take on the character of an 
Islamic theocracy.

But 
so far no authoritative reply has 
come. “I think we can expect a re- 
ply.” Murphy said. “I can't predict 
when that will come.” 

There is a growing sense in Wash- 
ington that a new chapter in the 
American-Iranian relationship may 
be opening. The two countries, in a 
post-Khomeini era, could even find 
themselves resuming normal diplo- 


-matic relations. 


But Americans have been disap- 
pointed in the past. In the mean- 
time, they will play their cards care- 
fully but hopefully.

FORMER ISRAELI Ambassa- 
dor to Egypt Moshe Sassan 
didn't miss the cocktail parties 
during the many years when he 
was shunned by Cairo's official- 
dom = but he did miss the televi- 
sion cameras. 

“What I regret until now is 
that there was a sort of high dam 
between me and the media. 
That, as far as an ambassador is 
concerned, is a sad phenome- 
non,” said Sasson. “During war- 
time, both sides try to know their 
enemy; during peace, they 
should try to know their 
neighbours.” 

Still, Cairo evinced a flurry of 
good-will gestures as Sasson re- 
tumed to Israel for good last 
week. There was an interview 
with Egyptian Television. 
lengthy meetings with President 
Mubarak and other top officials, 
and a surprise party. On the way 
to the airport, Sasson stopped at 
the homes of ‘Jihan Sadat and 
former Prime Minister Kamal 
Hassan Ali. 


“Kamal Hassan Ali said he 
wanted to be the last one to see 
me before I left Cairo - but he 
wasn’t,” said Sasson, “because 
when I got to the airport the 
energy minister was waiting for 


Whether the farewells were a 
diplomatic signal of sorts — as 
Sasson believes -- or a personal 
salute is a matter for debate. Just 


a few days later, Egypt cancelled ἡ 


its annual National Day party at 
its Tel Aviv Embassy. Only 
weeks before, Deputy Foreign 
Minister Butros Ghali had de- 
scribed Israeli-Egyptian Tela- 
tions as a “formal 

worse than the “cold peace" era 
of the war in Lebanon. 


BUT SASSON, who has steered 
the Israeli Embassy through 
most of the ups and downs of 
Israel's nine-year peace with 
Egypt, remains adamant about 
one thing: “The basic strategic 
peace between Israel and Egypt 
ts as solid as it was on the day of 
the signing of the peace treaty,” 


he says. 

“But the day-to-day peace is 
influenced by events in the re- 
gion as Egyptians see them. I 
don’t think we've passed the 
childhood diseases as far as the 
day-to-day peace goes.” Signing 
the peace treaty was like a get- 
ting triple vaccine “for no more 
wars, no terror, and the starting 
on the road of peace,” he said. 

He continues to believe that 

"even though during his ambassa- 
dorial term he discovered that 
ce also had its victims: the 
raelis massacred at Ras Burka 
in 1985 and his embassy col- 
leagues, attache Albert Atrakchi 
and Eti Tal-Or, who were 
gunned down by terrorists in 
Cairo in 1985 and 1986. Those 
three incidents were “che most 
difficult moments,” he said. 

He recalls sitting in a Cairo 
hote) with then-Tourism Minis- 
ter Avraham Sharir when Tal Or 
was attacked while representing 
Israel at the Cairo Trade Fair, 
which the two officials had visit- 
ed only two hours before. “‘We 
rushed to the hospital where the 
wounded were, and waited there 
until six in the morning when the 
special ambulance aircraft from 
Israel] arrived,” he said. 

“Logically, I understood that 
in any country there are extrem- 
ists but the effect on me was so 
strong” — he shook his head and 
his voice trailed off... “I'm not 
able to characterize my feelings. 
The government, including the 
Egyptian army rendered all their 
facilities and services to save the 
wounded colleagues in the case 
of Tal-Or and Atrakchi," he 

added.

SASSON ALSO witnessed the 
most famous victim of the peace 
treaty fall - former Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat. Despite 
voices in Israel that said it might 
be inappropriate for an Israeli 
ambassador to be present on 
such an occasion, Sasson had at- 
tended Egypt’ 5 October 6 memo- 
Tial ceremonies for the Yom Kip- 
pur war. “It was clear to me I 
had to be there. Wars are be- 
tween nations. And after peace 
they honour each other, includ- 
ing their dead,” he said. His de- 
cision, ultimately, was backed by 
Prime Minister Begin. - 
Several days after the assassi- 
nation, “I found myself asking 
al} sorts of questions. What 
would the Egyptians have 
thought if I Aadn’s been there? 
They would have thought that I 
knew, or something like that.” 
Sasson brushes off the notion 
that in addition to the diplomatic 
friction, there was personal fric- 
tion between himself and Sadat's 


Mubarak. “My relations with 
Egyptian leaders were a reflec- 
tion of our (diplomatic) rela- 
tions,” he said. *“Those relations 
are not healthy. They are passing 
through a delicate moment with 
the intifada.”

Tzedaka revolution 


IT WAS an inspiring evening, most 
inspiring. It was the Great Caje Tze- 
daka Encounter at 2 recent Caje 
conference at the University of 
Maryland. Fifteen “mitzva heroes” 
were brought together to talk about 
their work, people whose dedication 
to tzedaka is total, and we, the Ca- 
jeniks, wanted to meet them, to [is- 
ten to them, to see if some of their 
aura would be transferred to our 
own realms of Jewish work. 

Many of them were from the U.S. 
There was Rabbi Aaron Fried, 
whose “Chush" programme for 
Jewish special education in Brook- 
lyn had made astounding strides; 
someone from Bet Tzedek in Los 
Angeles, whose lawyers do free le- 
gal work for elderly and indigent 
Jews and non-Jews; Marci Fox of 
the Los Angeles Hillel Council's 
Mitzva Project was there, explain- 
ing how (Ὁ get college students into 
important front-line programmes, 
and many more. 

There were also four mitzva he- 
Toes from Israel: Myriam Mendi- 
low, founder and director of Lifeline 
for the Old (Yad Lakashish) in Jeru- 


* salem, a series of workshops for the 


elders of Jerusalem; Uri Lu- 
pliansky, founder and ‘director of 
Yad Sara, lending its medical sup- 
plies free of charge throughout Isra- 
el; Joan Hooper, representing the 
Beit Tzippora-Jerusalem Battered 
Women’s Shelter; and Hadassah 
Levi, speaking about Ma‘on La- 
tinok, and how she has taken 38 
babies with Down's Syndrome who 
had been abandoned in hospitals 
and has raised them herself.

TO MANY Jewish educators and 
teachers, Caje means the annual 
Caje conference -- last year in Atlan- 
ta, Georgia, this year in Israel, next 
year in Seattle, Washington. Each 
year thousands of Caje members 
gather to study and to teach, to ex- 
amine resources, and to meet with 
others dedicated to Jewish 
education.

evening. the Cajeniks wanted to 
have their own lives deeply touched, 
so they, too, could enlarge their 
commitment to tzedaka.

For many North American Jews, 
their childhood religious school 
memories include collecting tzedaka 
money each week in an envelope or 
box, and then, at the end of the 
year, giving it away. Often the 
teacher or principal decided where

dagogy. by any means. 

PS think it would be fair to say that 
there has been something of a revo- 
lution in the teaching of tzedaka, 
based largely on the recognition that 
tzedaka is not a peripheral, just-one- 
more-thing-to-teach part of the cur- 
riculum. There has been a growing 
recognition that tzedaka teaching — 
with texts, videos, workshops and 
live-action “front-line” projects — is 
a focal point around which the en- 
tire array of Jewish values revolves. 

The key to opening students to 
what it is to be a mensch is through 
tzedaka, which teaches kindness, 
caring, generosity, altruism, gentle- 
ness, sensitivity, self-worth and self- 
dignity, and the dignity and value of 
all God's creations. That is the 
broad span of tzedaka education as 


Caje sees it; it is a powerful and 
critical agenda for them. 


SO MUCH is happening on the tze- 
daka front, though, that is difficult 
te convey even a small sense of the 
totality. 

For example: 

O There is a heightened sensitiv- 
ity to people with special needs: 
large print prayerbooks in syna- 
gogue, special sound systems for the 
hearing-impaired, ramp 5 to all 
Parts of synagogues and schools for 
people in wheelchairs, more and 
more special education classes. 

O With the growing number of 
poor, hungry, and homeless people 
in America -- many of them Jewish - 
there are ever-growing numbers of 
food-and-clothing projects. Food 
-barrels for collecting packaged food 
are becoming permanent fixtures in 
Synagogues and schools, clothing 
drives are taking place everywhere, 
students are delivering Pessah (and 
roger) food packages to people in 


wer Bar and bat mitzva students are 
becoming more and more aware of 
their responsibilities to donate part 
of their gift money to tzedaka, and 
to do various mitzva-projects tied in 
with the event. Thus: Vancouver's 
Beth Israel has a pool of money, to 
which each child contributes $100 of 
his or her gift money, and at the end 
of the year, that class will decide 
where to give it. 

Some students ask not to be given 


gifts. Instead, they ask their rela- 
tives and friends to contribute to a 
tzedaka project of their choice. One 
Chicago girl asked her family to 
bring bag lunches to ἃ certain street 
comer on the Sunday after her bat 
mitzva celebration, where they 
could distribute the food to bungry 
and homeless Ῥορίς. _ are 
many. similar examples.

experience leading to a strength- 
ened identification with the Jewish 
group. 

ΕἼ America’s Jews tend to ap- 
proach Israel in such a way: a) that it 
may be readily incorporated into 
their basic belief in the American 
way of life, and b) that it does not 
challenge their fundamental faith in 
the vitality and viability of Jewish 
life in the U.S. 

Those aspects of Israel which 
make it appear most like America 
( . the pioneering spirit, 
free education, the mix of so many 
nationalities) are emphasized. To 
teach “meaning,” i.e., to present 
Israel as a stimulus to new under- 
standing of oneself and one’s rela- 
tionship to the world might result in 
the adoption of a set of values or 
behaviours incompatible with the 
American way of life. American 
Jewish education consciously seeks 
something quite different: the prep- 
aration of young Jews to live’ out 
their lives as loyal and productive 
citizens of America. 

This is further reflected in the 
consistent denial of aliya as a pre- 
ferred goal, or even as an option, in 
the vast majority of the texts. In- 
stead, the students are repeatedly 
assured that there is no conflict be- 
tween being supportive of Israel and 
being Joyal to America. 

The denial of the desirability of an 
eventual “‘ingathering of the exiles” 
imposes upon the Jewish state a role 
that stands outside Jewish tradition. 
It has the inevitable result of creat- 
ing Jews of modemity who believe 
that they give to Israel for the sake 
of others, as distinguished from the 
Jews of tradition who believed that 
they lived without Israel at a distinct 
disadvantage to themselves.

There is, however, another ap- 
proach to teaching Israel which chal- 
lenges this view, and which treats 
the Jewish state as an integral part 
of Judaism.

This ap- 
proach relates to modern Israel as 
an opportunity to discover new pos- 
sibilities for Jewish living, and also 
treats the existence of a Third Jew- 
ish Commonwealth as a phenome- 
non Jaden with ideological and theo- 
logical implications. 
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THE ZIONIST recipe for Jewish 
education in the Diaspora used to be 
fairly simple: send out shlihim (em- 
issaries) to radiate the spirit of Eretz 
Israel in Jewish schools, or to work 
with young people in soa move- 
ments to prepare them for aliya. 

In the last 20 years, however, 
there has been a revolutionary 
change in perspective here concemn- 
ing the role of Israel in Diaspora 
Jewish education. Some of these 
changes were described in an inter- 
view by Alan Hoffman, the director 
of the Melton Centre for Jewish 
Education in the Diaspora at the 
Hebrew University. 

“Classical Zionism saw the Dias- 
pora mainly as a reservoir for poten- 
tial aliya -- at best,” Hoffman said. 
“As far as the West is concerned, it 
was thought that Jews would either 
come on aliya or disappear through 
assimilation. This position has been 
seriously modified over the years, 
however, even in some of the classi- 
cal Zionist youth movements and 
the departments of the World Zion- 
ist Organization (WZO).” 

Hoffman, 41, absorbed the classi- 
cal Zionist roach during his 
youth movement days in South Afri- 
ca, where he was head of Habonim. 
He made aliya in 1967 and later did 
graduate work in education at Har- 
vard University. 

He said that the first shift in the 
old-line Zionist educational ap- 
proach came with the realization 
that efforts had to be made to pre- 
serve the Jewishness of the Diaspo-" 
ta, if only to make sure that there 
would still be a reservoir for aliya in 
the future. This approach was en- 
capsulated in the phrase: ‘You can’t 
have aliya without Jews. 

“Between 1948 and 1967 the tra- 
ditional idea of the ‘negation of the 
Diaspora’ held sway. But after the 
Six Day War the notion began to 
take bold here that Israel had to 
take an active role in preserving 
Jewish identity and Jewish life in the 
Diaspora. if only for selfish reasons. 
Israel's role would be to enrich and 
motivate the Jews in the ‘ reservoir,” 
and to provide them with the 
site knowledge, attitudes and sels, 
so that eventually they would be 
able to make an enlightened choice 
about aliya."” 

At this point, he explained, some 
Israeli educators have begun to ex- 
plore the possibility of a positive 
interchange between Israel and the 
Diaspora, in which the relationship 
would be two-way instead of one- 


way. 

“The emerging approach regards 
a strong Jewish life in the Diaspora 
as important for Israel, but not only 
as a source of aliya. The Jewishness 
of the Jewish people is seen 2s an 
indivisible entity, and ἃ strong Dias- 
pora has the potential to strengthen 
the Jewishness of Israel, as well as 
vice-versa. The Jewishness of Israel

are seen as intertwined.” 

Classical Zionism would have re- 
jected the notion that the Jewish- 
ness of Israeli Jews would ever need 
reinforcement from the Diaspora. 
Breathing the air of Eretz Israel and 
speaking Hebrew were deemed suf- 
ficient to keep Israelis Jewish. As 
early as the 1950s. though. it was 
evident that this assumption was 
problematic, with young sabras as- 
seas that “I’m Israeli, not Jew- 


“In the 1970s, particularly after 

the Yom Kippur War, the Jewish 
identity of Israelis became an impor- 
tant issue for Israeli educators. Is- 
raelis who work in the field of Dias- 
pora Jewish education are now 
examining how this problem should 
be incorporated into their activities 
and mes.” 
AN IMPORTANT development 
that Hoffman believes has escaped 
wider notice is the concentration of 
a large number of “outstanding 
Jewish educators from the Diaspora 
in Israel, especially in Jerusalem. 

“These people made aliya, which 
attests to their Zionist ideological 
commitment, and they are profes- 
sionally trained in formal or infor- 
mal education. They are much-less 
vulnerable to the criticism, often 
aimed at earlier generations of Zi- 
onist educators, that they don’t un- 
derstand Diaspora Jews.” 

He noted that there are hundreds 
of such men and women in Jerusa- 
lem alone, in the WZO, the Melton 
Centre, Gesher and Melitz. He said 
that it was particularly significant 
that three of the new department 
heads in the WZO are originally 
from North America and have expe- 
rience in education. These are Joe 
Wernik of the Organization Depart- 
meat, Avraham Avihai of the Youth 
and Hehalutz Department and 
Haim Skirball of the Department of 
Education and Culture. 

Outside of Jerusalem there are 
smaller pockets of scholars working 
in Diaspora Jewish education at Tel 
Aviv University and Ben-Gurion 
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University i in Beersheba. 

‘What enables Israel, and particu- 
larly Jerusalem, to be a central re- 
source for Diaspora Jewish educa- 
tion, he said, is the mix of 
professional talent here. 

“In addition to the practitioners 
in the field, who actually conduct 
programmes for Diaspora youth and 

teachers, there are also the academ- 
ic experts in Jewish studics and 
those whose job it is to translate this 
subject matter into didactic 
materials, 

“Over the last 40 years there has 
been a burgeoning of Jewish studies 

in Jerusalem. There are hundreds of 

scholars whose research has made it 
possible for others to do the “transla- 
tion’ work that produces materials 
for the classroom. In New York 
there is a small pool of such people, 
but no other place can begin to com- 
pare with the combined resources in 
Jerusalem.” 
MANY DIASPORA educators 
don't recognize or acknowledge, 
Hoffman said, that Israel is ἃ “cen- 
tral hook for the Jewish identity of 
the parents whose children they 
teach, and in many cases for the 
children themselves. 

“It is a fact that theological Juda- 
isin just doesn’t grab many of them, 
parents and children alike. Their 
Jewishness is more likely to be 
Stirred by the events and experi- 
ences of contemporary Jewish histo- 
ry. and Israel is the core of the mod- 
em Jewish scene. In many ways, 
Diaspora educators are more resis- 
tant to the idea of the centrality of 
Israel than parents and children in 
the Jewish schools.” 

Many Diaspora communities, 
however, have come to recognize 
over the past 20 years that an “Israel 
Experience” for their youth can 
have a positive impact on their Jew- 
ish identity. In the past few years the 
Jewish Agency and WZO have in- 
creased their efforts to improve Isra~ 
el programmes for Diaspora youth, 
especially those for the unaffiliated, 

Summing up, he said that “Israel 
has a central role to play in Diaspora 
Jewish education, although there is 
also a danger here that Israeli insti- 
tutions will see this as an opportuni- 
ty to centralize and control. But pre- 
cisely because Israel has the power 
to play a central role, it must be 
more open to input and interchange 
from the Diaspora. 

“This means ultimately strength- 
ening Jewish education in the Dias- 
pora and making it more indepen- 
dent. To some this may sound 
paradoxical. This is the approach we 
have followed, however, in intro~ 
ducing a new curriculum in North 
America on Teaching Israel. A con- 
sortium has been formed to carry 
this out, comprised of all the inter- 
ested parties, including Israeli agen- 
cies. Israel may be a major share~ 
holder in this consortium, but it is 
not the controlling one."

Ya‘ir Hurvitz, one of the leading Is- 
raeli poets of the generation which 
includes Meir Wieseltier, Aharon 
Shabtai and the late Yona Wolloch, 
. died at the age of 49 this Tuesday in 
Brussels where he was awaiting a 
heart transplant. Hurvitz had twelve 
books of poetry to his credit, and 
was awarded the Prime Minister’s 


Prize for Creativity in 1974, as well 


as other literary prizes. 


“WHAT I like about music,” 
wrote John Ashbery, “‘is its abili- 
ty of convincing, of carrying an 
‘argument through successfully to 
the finish, though the terms of 
this argument remain unknown 
qualities.” This architecture of 
the musica! line becomes both 
argument and structure in Ya‘ir 
Hurvitz's poems. The musical 
Phrase directs the peculiar logic 
of his poems, 
1 want to say it still more, 
Still more simply, 5 

and the emotional content of the 
Poem is caught and lifted on the 
cog-wheel of his musical theme. 
There is an enmeshing magic 
about his phrasing. His repeti- 
tions work like a sorcerer’s re- 


frain, bearing an insistent weight 


of feeling. He has the sureness of 
ear of the young Tennyson with- 
out Tennyson's sombre black- 
ness. His argument floats, wafts, 
like sound waves in free air. 
‘Meaning always remains three 
paces behind, or rather, the 
reader's comprehension lags as 
the reader prefers to give himself 
up to the conditions of the poem, 
preferring sea-time to land-time. 
The development is tide-like. 
with progressions and regres- 
sions, recapitulations and asides. 
The sea is a dominant motif in his 
poems both 85. image and as 
movement. Often the poem pro- 
gresses in river-like motion drag- 


Hurvitz initiates a new tack: 
the poem as self-contained arte- 
fact. That is, the poem sets down 
its own laws like a philosophical 
illustration needed for the pre- 
sent moment. It establishes 
terms of its own making, builds 
on them and abides by them for 
the duration of its circumscribed 
development. Hurvitz’s pseudo- 
logical vignettes are like little 
parables to be read and reread. 

Touching all the traditional 
themes of poetry, Hurvitz is 
rarely sentimental. There is a 
saving abstraction that has little 
to do with any willed formalism. 
The thoroughness of his system 
of emotional notation lends a 
Metaphysical tinge to his work 
(as in the neo-realistic pre-ab- 
stract seascapes of Jom Marin); 
his blind confidence in this abili- 
ty to record accurately from the 
nerve-ends of his feeling is indic-

“A TOURIST visa” was all that 
Moses asked for. By now, he was 
well aware that the decision that it 
was not to be he who would lead the 
people to the promised land was 
final. He had to remain where his 
peers rested and make room for the 
new generation and its new leaders. 
All be asked for now, and he wanted 
it with all his heart, was to be grant- 
ed permission for but a short visit to 
the promised land, to see it at first 
hand. 


Va-ethanan el hashem ba-et ha-hi,

time, saying, O Lord God_.. Let me, 
I pray, cross over and see the good 
land” (Deuteronomy 3:23-25). 
Va'ethanan means much more than 
just “pleading.” According to Alca- 
lay’s Hebrew-English Dictionary it 
means: “to ask for mercy, entreat, 
implore, beseech, beg, supplicate." 

Why all this pleading and suppli- 
cation? Why was visiting the land of 
Israel so important to Moses? 


The answer may lie in the words 
ba-et ha-hi, “at that (particular) 
time.” there are times when visiting 
Israel, even for a short trip, takes on 
great significance. 

Where and when to take one’s 
next vacation is of course a matter of 
personal preference. But there are 
times when the decision points to 
the true quality of one’s commit- 
ment to one’s people and readiness 


. to identify with its needs, even at the 


tisk of some real. or imaginary 
discomfort. 

The fact that Jewish tourism to 
Israel has drastically during 
the past months (as it did during the 
period of the Yom Kippur War); 
that so many planned trips to Israel 
by Jewish groups were cancelled 
(even though non-Jewish groups 
kept coming) is a phenomenon that 
must be taken seriously. To quote 
one American Jewish leader with 
whom we raised the issue: “It is 
indeed inexplicable and shameful.

next trip is within your own private 
domain, but it reveals something 
about you. Moses was a private citi- 
zen at that time. He had just begun 
his retirement and could have joined 
a lot of his fellow Jews on a “fun- 
filled,” yet glatt kosher, Caribbean 
cruise; or had he preferred to com- 
bine a pleasure trip with education, 
he could have joined one of those 
organized tours promoted by dollar- 
hungry Poland and Hungary to ex- 
plore Jewish “roots” and pray at the 
graves of some saints. Yet, Moses 
wanted one thing only: a “tourist 
visa” to the Holy Land. 


“I pleaded with the Lord at that 
time...

He knew 
very well what the state of affairs 
was like ‘at that time” in the Land 
of Israel. The exaggerated, often 
distorted, picture which the media 
had been presenting for months on 
what was going on there had not 
escaped him. Nevertheless, he

destined to live there, became in the 
course of time an integral part of the 
Jewish heritage which nurtured 
deep love and constant yearning for 


the land of Israel. Moses himself . 


never made the trip to Eretz Yis- 
rael, but his pleading was not alto- 
gether in vain. It was recorded fully 
in order to transmit its fervour and 
zest to later generations. If it did not 
work for him, it would work some 
day for his descendants. 

Rabbi Mordechai Hacohen in 
Min ha-Tora (p. 1130) stresses this 
point and adds that, in modem 
times too, the two great founders of 
the main spiritual movements in 
Eastern European Jewry, the Baal- 
shem-tov (1700-1770) and his oppo- 
nent the Vilna Gaon (1720-1797) 
both made extraordinary efforts to 
reach the Holy Land. Starting out 
on the journey, they were forced by 
all kinds of strange circumstances to 
Tetum when on the way. The impact 
of their efforts was not lost, howev- 
er. Some years later, their disciples 
became the founders of the new yi- 
shuv of Jews of European origin in 
Eretz Yisrael. 

Rabbi Abba, a third century sage, 
kissed the rocks of Acre when he 
reached the borders of the land (TB 
Ketubot 112a). His contemporary, 
Rabbi Zeira. when he had to cross a 
river on his way to the land and, as it

so happened, the bridge was not in 
working order, jumped over it with 
a rope to get to the other side. When 
criticized for his hastiness, he retort- 
ed: “If [ had a chance to get to the 
place where Moses could not get to 
—how could I afford to one it!” 
(ibid.) Out of their yearning for 
Eretz Yisrael the early rabbis state 

. (Gen: Rabba 39), that “‘it is better 
to lodge in the wilderness of 
Yisrael, than in luxurious palaces 
outside it.” They would never have 
dreamt of cancelling reservations 
not in the wildemess of the land, but 
in its five-star hotels, because they 
believed that whoever “walks four 
cubits in the land of Israel may be 
assured of his place in the world to 
come” (ibid., Ketubot). 

Maimonides, the greatest of Jew- 
ish philosophers and codifiers (1135- 
1204), whom some do not consider ἃ 
“Zionist” (in the same sense as his 
contemporaries R. Yehuda Halevi 

- and Nabmanides who burned with 
the love of Zion), describes his visit 
to Eretz Yisrael in the year 1165 
. and tells that he landed at Acre on 
the third day of the month of Sivan 
“and I took an oath to celebrate that 
day from now on, every year, as a 
day of festivity and rejoicing, ban- 
queting and bestowing gifts to the 
poor, for myself and my descen- 

dants, until the end of all 
generations.” F ,

Committee has offered to let the 
North stage all or part of five of the 
23 Olympic sports, but Pyongyang is 
insisting on more. 

Ina letter this week concerning its 
earlier proposal for talks between 
the parliaments of the two sides on a 
non-aggression pact, the North said 
it was willing to discuss entering the 
Olympics. But it also insisted on 
further talks on its demand to be co- 
host. 


If the North wants to stage some 
events, Park said, “time is running 
fast. The IOC should confirm North 
Korea's real intentions of accepting 
the 10C’s proposal. They have to 
confirm that there is no serious 


problem for them to organize part of 
the Games in Pyongyang. 

~We will do our best to accommo- 
date and support and cooperate with 
the IOC if it makes a certain deci- 
sion.” he added. 


On Tuesday. [OC President Pres- 
ident Juan Antonio Samaranch wel- 
comed North Korea's reported will- 
ingness ta hold talks on entering the 
Olympics. but said the IOC had re- 
ceived no official word from Pyong- 
yang. He added that it might be too 
late for North Korea to stage all of 
the five events originally offered to 
it. 

A record 12,000 athletes from 161 
nations are expected to compete in 
Seoul. North Korea, Ethiopia. 
Cuba, Albania. Nicaragua and the 
Seychelles have not accepted invita- 
tions for varying reasons. 

In his opening remarks, Park 
urged North Korea to enter the 
Games in Seoul “to hasten the day 
when our ardent desire for reunifi- 
cation on the peninsula can be real- 
ized and we can show a proud united 
people to the world.” 


The communist North and capi- 
talist South have been divided since 
1945. They were left even more 
deeply split after the bloody war 
between them from 1950 to 53.

Ben Johnson poised for Lewis 


TORONTO (Reuter) - Ben John- 
son, officially the world's fastest 
man, has one name on his mind as 
he builds up to his dream of Olym- 
pic glory - Carl Lewis. 

“Tell him (Lewis) I'm ready for 

“him,” warmed Johnson after watch- 
ing on television as his arch-rival ran 
a wind-aided 9.78 seconds in the 100 

“metres at the U.S. Olympic trials in 
Indianapolis. 

Johnson was unperturbed by 
Lewis's performance -- which would 
have broken the Canadian’s world 
record of 9.83 seconds except for the 
wind blowing at 5.2 metres per sec- 
ond. The limit for a time to be offi- 
cially recognized is two metres per 
second.

It was the first 
serious injury in the sprinter’s career 
but only a temporary setback in his 
preparation for Seoul. 


“My leg is 100 per cent now.~ 
Johnson said at the Metropolitan 
Toronto track club where he has 
trained since he was 15. “It was 
difficult to deal with. But the timing 
wasn't too bad. I still had enough 
time to recover for Seoul.” 


The injury gave Johnson a rare bit 
of time off. 

“I was in St. Kitts for almost a 
month. The ocean water is good for 
muscles and 1 like che warm weath- 
er,” said Johnson, who emigrated to 
Toronto from Jamaica in 1973. 


The injury forced Johnson to miss 
one race against Lewis in June and 
several other European meetings 
but the world champion dismissed 
their importance. 

“Fm not worried about missing ἃ few 
races, The most important thing is the 
Olympics. It’s all a matter of confidence. 
Tr’s all.in your head,” he said. _ ᾿

WATERVILLE, Maine (AP) -- 
Foxes that steal golf balls and stash 
them in their sand-trap hideaways 
are disrupting play at the Waterville 
Country Club. 


During one recent tournament, 
all three players on one team had 
their golf balls snatched by fleet- 
footed foxes. forcing the trio to drop 
out of the competition. 

“It's a very common occurrence,” 
said Robert Timmins an employee 
at the club’s pro shop who plays the 
18-hole course frequently. 

Foxes have burrowed holes in two 
sand traps at the central Maine 
course, and pups emerging from 
their dens are not shy about sunning 
themselves in the sand as golfers 
chip and putt. 

Golfers are also distracted by deer 
that meander across fairways and 
Canada geese and mailards whose 
droppings near ponds create a haz- 
ard of their own. 

One golfer blamed a fawn for his 
failure to break 100. He said he was 
searching for his ball in the rough 
when the young deer's mother let 
out ἃ warning sound, forcing him 
away.
